[Pajfcd  the  jpr//,  of  Dec.  1788.] 

W/  HF-REAS  it  is  rcprcfente  J  to 
"  tMfl  6efflK»l  Aaumtbiy,  that  it  is 
the  detiic  of  the  good  people  in  the 
Dil\ricl  of  Kentucky,  that  the  fame 
Oiould  be  feparated  frcwo  thli  Common^ 
we-dth  w!:eiec.f  it  is  a  pan,  r.nd  t>c 
formed  into  an  Indepenocnt  member 
of  ibe  American  confederacy  aim  it 
is  judged  that  fuch  a  partition  of  the 
Commonwealth  is  rendered  expedient 
by  iha  remote  fituation  of  the  inure 
fertile  and  populous  part  of  the  faid 
di{hi&  &  by  the  interjjcent  natural  im- 
pediments to  a  convenient  and  regu- 
lar CoimnnieeiioD  therewith. 

Be  it  enacted  Ly  the  CeverrJ  Afftm 
bly,  That  in  the  month  of  ivlaynexr, 
on  'he  icf;  c6live  court  days  of  the 
counties  wuhiuthe  faid  diftridl,  and  at 
the  refpe-livc  pljccs  of  holding  com  ts 
thereto,  Rcpiefentaiiics  10  continue 
in  appointment  for  one  year,  and  to 
compoie  a  Convention,  with  the po#^ 
cru  and  for  the  purposes  herein  af;er 
mentioned,  O.all  be  eteded  by  thi 
f;ee  male  inhabitants  of  each  county 
above  the  a.'e  of  twenty  one  years, 
in  like  manner,  as  Delegates  to  the 
General  Aifembly  have  beer]  elected 
KVitlui)  the  faid  dirti  i6r,  in  ibe  propor- 
tions following :  In  the  county  of  JerTer- 
fon,  fhall  be  cleclcd  live  kep:efe:ua- 
tives;  in  the  county  of  Nellon,  rive 
Keprefentative* ;  in  the  county  of 
Fayet-e,  five  Keprcfent;:tivcs  ;  in  the 
couiity  of  Hoorbon,  five  Re  .refenta- 
tives;  in  the  county  of  Mercer  live 
Kcprefcnt;  tivcs ;  in  rhe  county  of  Lin- 
coln five  Reprcfcntativcs  ;  in  the  coun- 
ty ofMadiibn,  rive Repre;"«inratives ;  in 
the  county  of  Woodford,  live  Repre- 
fentatives;  and  in  1 1-e  county  of  Ma- 
fon,  rive  Representatives:  Provided, 
that  no  fiee  nude  inhabitant  above  tire 
are  of  twcr.ty  or.e  years  fliail  voce 
in  any  o  her,  c:;ccpt  the  county  in 
Which  lie  refides  That  full  oppor- 
tunity may  he  given  to  the  good  peo- 
ple, of  etrrcififlg  thetr  right  of  fuf- 
frage  on  an  Occafion  fo  in'erciling  to 
thc:n.  each  of  the  ofScers  hdtding  fuch 
e!e:tions,  iliall  continue  the  fame  from 
day  today,  patting  over  Sunday,  for 
fve  days  includ  ng  ?he  fiift  day,  and 
iiiall  cattfe  this  act  to  be  rea  l  on  each 
day  immediate^  ptecceding  the  open- 
irg  of  the  eleition,  at  the  door  of  the 
court  houle  or  other  convenient  ptace.

My  ONCE  DEAR  C0VKT?.YK?.y, 

^,  INCE  my  ifrfval  to  thefe  ftbfe 
O  regions,  I  have*  underftood  that 
your  Public  Writcis  have  frifrde  a  great 
r.oifc  upon  rov  Cic;>n:  tm c  Horn  the  te- 
dious of  the  S:ti.  In  ihst  'vo  Id  of  ly- 
ing vanities  w he*  c  you  are  yet  fdfottrn- 
'tig,  evei y  thine;  is  view.;.!  Ihiough 
the  medium  of  prejudice  and  paflfofi: 
an  aftonifhing  inftance  of  this  truth,  is 
the  im.rcffion  which  the  word  hell 
makes  upon  the  fancies  of  all  the  li- 
ving. It  is  generally  fuppolcd  by  the 
amgrf  part  ot  mankind,  that  nothing 
but  terror  and  defpair  prevails  in  tMis 
'abode  of  the  damned  ;  bottom  my  great 
tfUbttfaAiptJ  I  have  found  here  a  very 
different  fcene  of  things,  |we  are  not 
all  :n  a  miserable  rendition,  nor  yet 
arc  we  fiee  from  the  ailminiftration 
of  jufticc,  as  many  of  the  polite  hope 
to  be  Our  citizens  are  divided  into 
three  dalles:  the  lirft  and  molt  extcn- 
five,  contains  thole  who  have  incur- 
red the  difplcafureot  the  universal 
Kino:  thefe  may  be  called  the  com- 
mon people  of  heil,  who  live  iorever 
wretched,  asthcy  do  in  all  countries, 
vhe.-c  they  aic  fuojeft  to  taxation* 
The  tecond  clafs  contains  thofe  who 
have  incurred  j  uit  cenfuie,  for  fuch 
tianfgieiTions,  as  injure  their  fellow- 
tf.en,  snd  yet  upen  cjncndjnent  are 
pardonable  by  the  Meacuul  jtwee: 
to  thefe  «ll  hell  is  a  pin  sarory,  wheie 
thvy  wander  about  in  anxious  fufpenfe,
